Higher denominations w ere shown in a previous Xonagon. 

The City Bank of Manchester operated 1853 to 1X65 when il became the City 
National Bank ot Manchester. Most ol its notes were apparently redeemed, l he notes on 
page 865 were in Christies sale o! American Bank Note Co. files The fine photos made 
available by Warren Henderson have some Cluisliws labels covering pail ol some notes. 
( )ther notes were shown in previous Nonagons. 

The Bank ot New Hampshire in Portsmouth opered 1856 to 1 865 when it became the 
New Hampshire Natrional Bank ol Portsmouth.. A few issued notes are known but the 
S2U is known only as a proof.
